and gave us a call. Upon being asked 
particulars in regard to his crop he 
replied that he was through thresh¬ 
ing and had threshed 8,000 bushels of 
wheat which averaged about 24 bush¬ 
els to the acre, and his oats, of which 
lie-threshed 800 bushels, 35 bushels to 
the acre. 

His crop of wheat comprised three 
different varieties, namely, Red Bod 
Wheat, Kitchener and Registered Mar¬ 
quis, and it will be of interest to farm¬ 
ers to know that the Red Bob wheat, 
with which he was experimenting, 
beat the other two variety both in 
yield and ripening. They were all 
sown at the same time in the same 
kind of soil and each field received 
the same cultivation, yet the Red Bob 
ripened about seven days earlier than 
the others and gave a yield of 38 
bushels (o the acre against Kitch¬ 
ener 29 bushels and registered Mar¬ 
quis 25 bushels. With these advan¬ 
tages over the other varieties and al¬ 
so the fact that it is claimed to be 
an equally good milling whfeat it 
seems to us that it would pay the 
farmers of this district to sow Red 
Bob wheat in preference to any other 
variety and if anyone would care to 
see a sample same can be had from 
Mr. l.ommatzsch and any other infor¬ 
mation required.

LIBERAL LEADER OUTLINES 
POLICY 

Hon. McKenzie King appeared in 
Calgary on Monday and gave an out¬ 
line of new Liberalism at a large and 
responsive meeting. The meeting 
was held in Victoria Pavillion and 
many were unable to gain admission 
Able addresses were given by the 
leader and Ernest Lapointe, Wm. 
Duff and others. Following report 
is from the Calgary Albertan, which 
we have taken the liberty of using: 

Mr. King declared the two greatest 
needs of today are the reduction of 
taxation and the lowering of the cost 
of livingr~and that present govern¬ 
ment has espoused a policy which 
makes the realization of either impos¬ 
sible. Retrenchment and economy, 
the revision of the tariff downwards, 
and the elimination « of profiteering, 
are means, he said, whereby these 
aims might be achieved. Yet in the 
present year the vote of the militia 
department alone had been increased 
from $8,000,000 to . $12,000,000. .“I 

moved in the house,” said Mr. King, 
“that this additional four millions be 
struck out, and saved to the country 
oi given to meet the needs of the re¬ 
turned soldiers of Canada. The 
trouble is, he added, “that the govern¬ 
ment has got the war habit of mind 
and anything that seems like a re¬ 
duction of expenditure seems to tliehi 
like the encouragement of Bolshe¬ 
vism. There is $2,000,000 for bar¬ 
racks which we don’t want and won’t 
need, for there is no reason why we 
should lay the basis of a standing 
army.” Quoting the items for militia 
and defense, naval service, air' ser¬ 
vice, and mounted police, a total of 
I $22,588,925, he remarked that this is 
quarter the amount required in the 
last year of the Liberal administra¬ 
tion. The item for mounted police 
was $870,000 in that year, as admin¬ 
istration for all national purposes 
compared with $5,270,000 in 1920. He 
declared that the government in en¬ 
deavoring to create great age.rude: 
.or repression is helping to create 
-revoluntionary sentiment, rather thar 
to leniove it. “If the government 
tan afford to spend that large sum 
then it is absolute hypocrisy to sa\ 
that it has not got the wherewithal 
-o do justice to the veterans of the 
..ar. It half of this sum was spent 
in gratuities, the country would be 
better off.” While he had the highest 
admiration for the high traditions 
and splendid services rendered by the 
mounted police, Mr. King declared 
lhat the expenditure of such items as 
$i>00,000 for a barracks in Ottawa, 
and the conversion of the force 'into 
a great parade institution, was not a 
cause for pride or 'satisfaction. 

Mr. King with complete frankness 
confessed that he would not be hon¬ 
est if he gave a pledge in the matter 
of soldiers re-establishment which 
would commit a parliament not yet 
elected, “but this I will say,” he add 
ed, “that the policy of the Liberals b 
to meet the needs of the returner 
men the fullest possible extent, and 1 
can conceive of cases in which $^0C 
would be absolutely inadequate to 
meet such a need.” 

The Liberal leader made a direci 
complaint that the press service oi 
Canada had carried little information 
on what he had said in the east in re 
gard to the tariff, though he ha< 
found inspired despatches which gave 
a misleading impression of what his 
free trade, ngr for extreme protec- 
tien,” he.^aid, “ and it is nob true that 
any party in Canada stands for frei, 
tiade. But my tariff policy is am 
always will be, the same when I an 
rpeakingTn the east as in the west.’ 
Mr. King said that apart from the 
farmers greater demands in respect 
to the enlargement of the British, 
preference, there was little differenct 
between their policy and that of tin 
Liberals;, which was tariff for revenue, 
and the encouragement of increased 
production, the only means of solving 
the problem of the cost of living, by 
the admission under the best possible 
terms of all that is required for the 
development of agriculture, mining 
lumbering and fishing. 

CONSUMER MUST PAY 

W. L. Orchard, political organize’, 
for the Saskatchewan Grain Growers 
association in giving testimony before 
the Tariff Commission at Regina, took 
strong objection to the tariff as a rev¬ 


enue producer, on the ground that the 
amount of revenue that goes-into the 
treasury is small in comparison to the 
amount taken from the consumer, and 
because it was unequal, in that the 
largest consumer whether rich or 
poor paid the greater amount. .He 
believed, he said, that the income tax 
should be made n^ich more useful. 
Sir Henry Drayton asked the witness 
how he proposed, to do this. He ans¬ 
wered, “By Increasing the tax on those 
who have large incomes.” 

The chairman interrupted to reud a 
table showing how revenue was de¬ 
rived last year from the income tax, 
it was as follows: 

Persons with incomes of $10,000--iof 
less numbered 93,009,. and paid $3,- 
244,306, while persons with incomes of 
over $10,000, including corporations, 
numbered 6,699, and paid $14,841,491 
of the tax. Out of 120,000 farmers 
in the province of Saskatchewan, 2JJ77 
paid income taxes. In the whole of 
Canada, 6,492 farmers, or six per 
cent, of the total income tax payers, 
paid a tax on their income. Thic 
amounted to $400,000, of two per cent, 
of the total tax collected from this 
source. Taxpayers totalling 93.28 per 
cent, of the total number taxed on in¬ 
comes 17.95 per cent, of the tax. He 
asked the witness of he would still 
increase the tax on men with large 
incomes. 

My. Orehard answered that he Would 
and that if persons with an income of 
$200,000 had three-quarters of it tak¬ 
en away they would still be better off 
than the man with $10,000. 

“How many of them do you think 
would remain in the -country ? Not 
very many* There is very little pat¬ 
riotism in a dollar; it goes where it 
can make the most,” said Sir Henry 
Drayton. 

J. A. Maharg, president of the 
Farmers association, said that by the

WHY PROTECT REFINERS 

Fortunately the anti-dumping claust 
of the customs Act does not apply tc 
the importing of sugar from the Uni¬ 
ted States unless it can be proved that 
the Americans are selling sugar foi 
purposes of export at 1-5 per cent 
less than the prevailing market price 
in their own coutnry.

CAMPAIGN BEGUN TO "DEHORN 
ALBERTA CATTLE 

Livestock Exchange of Calgary is Co¬ 
operating in the Campaign. 

Claiming that animals feed, sell 
and ship better when dehorned, the 
livestock men of the province have 
commenced a campaign to educate 
the livestock producers to dehorn their 
cattle. The basis of their campaign 
is this: 

Horned cattle do not feed as read¬ 
ily nor as conveniently at a trough as 
dehorned cattle. 


Dehorned cattle bring a quarter of 
a cent per pound more than the horn¬ 
ed animals. 

One hooky cow will ruin a whole 
carload of cattle. 

The livestock exchange at Calgary is 
co-operating in. this campaign, by 
sending out posters throughout the 
country setting forth the advantages 
of dehorhing cattle. The Union bank 
at the livestock yards is also co-oper¬ 
ating. All livestock exchanges are 
taking a hand. The Saskatchewan de¬ 
partment of agriculture has taken the 
matter up. 


“Stockmen complain about the dock¬ 
age of one-half of one per cent, for 
disease which, on a 1000-lb animal 
worth 8 cents would be 40 cents. The 
same animal shipped to south St.' 
Paul would be docked $2,” said J. M. 
Reid, secretary of the livestock ex¬ 
change, last night. 

The 1918 report, of the sanitary 
committee of the Chicago yards shows 
that out of 425 head of Canadian cat¬ 
tle picked at random for a special 
health inspection, not one was con¬ 
demned. There were 263 Steers and 
163 beef cows. There is a loss, how¬ 
ever, that results from bruises, the 
greater majority of which are caused 
by horned cattle, consequently the 
campaign to. eliminate the horns. 


CATTLE SHIPMENTS FORM 
MANGE DISTRICT 

Four hundred carloads of cattle 
from the late so-called "mange area” 
of Alberta are now on their way to 
the Chicago market, according to in¬ 
formation given by W. F.- Stevens, 
secretary of the Stock Growers’ Pro¬ 
tective Association. These shipments 
represent about 8,000 head of cattle. 
Among the shippers are Kenney and 
McDaniel, who have so far sent for¬ 
ward forty cars. 

The districts from which these cat¬ 
tle have come have been carefully ex¬ 
amined by range i iders attached to 
the veterinary branch of the Dominion 
government. Before the animals 
were permitted to be put on the cars 
they were also thoroughly examined 
by a qualified veterinarian in ordei, 
to preclude as for as possible arn 
chance of an affected animal arriving 
on the. American market, because 
should that occur it might result in 
an embargo being placed in Canadian 
cattle. This, the stockmen and vets 
are both doing their best to prevent 

The lifting of the blanket quaran¬ 
tine will be worth thousands of dollors 
to Alberta cattle men, because were it 
not for this their animals would not 
be allowed to enter the United States 
at all, and cattle from the so-called 
infected area would have further de¬ 
pressed local prices. 

There has recently been a better 
market in Chicago for Canadian cattle 
prices having advanced from $1.00 to 
$1.50 per 100 lbs. The price for feed¬ 
er animals has lately ranged from 
8Vic to lie and for beef steers form 
8c to 14c. The freight works out at 


about llic per 100 pounds, which is 
practically offset by the difference in | 
the rate of exchange. If stockmen I 
are favorably placed as far as range J 1 
and feed are concerned. It is gener-! 
ally considered that there is a fail | 
amount of profit in the business at 1 
the prices mentioned. 

It is expected that further large j 
shipments are to follow shortly.

■iiiocessful one. Mice and rabbits have 
been plentiful, and there has been a 
large game increase. These’ consti¬ 
tute the main food of coyotes; foxes, 
lynx and other animals, and the ex- 
iperience has been that when there is 
an abundance <5f live food the fur 
catch is proportionately large.
